Mrs. “ Scpiire” \\ iilard, J'oyears 
old, of Sparta, Christian county, 
was arrested at her home yesterday 
morning, charged with attempted 
assassination. 
Monday night at ii o’clock in 
the little 
town 
of 
Sparta 
an 
assassin fíred a shotgun through 
Judge 
I3avid Gailley’s 
bedroom 
window, alongside of which he 
was sleeping. 
The shots took ef­ 
fect in the low'er part of Judge 
Gailley’s 
body. 
Although 
seri­ 
ously injured, he is ex pected to 
recover. 
Circumstances point to the guilt 
of the aged Mrs. Willard. 
She is 
Hie wife of “ Squire” Willard, who 
is 73 years old, and has lived in the 
Ozark mountains over fifty vears. 
“ Squire” is the only tirst name 
by which he has ever been known 
in that country. 
Last February, 
as the result of a property dispute, 
he and his wife separated. 
Judge 
Gailley, who is a justice of the 
peace, aroused the wrath of Mrs. 
\\ iilard by taking sides with her 
husband in the separation. 
This 
is charged as the motive for the at­ 
tempted assassination. 


Joseph ILickley, a noted United 
States 
prisoner, 
passed 
through 
this city last evening, arriving on 
the Illinois Central at 
7 o’clock 
and leaving an hour later over the 
Alissouri 1 acific for Fort Leaven- 
wortii, Las,, 8ays today’s Globe- 
Democrat. 
.Buckley was in charge of a ser­ 
geant and guard of three men. He 
will be remembered as the man 
who killed his comrade 
in 
the 
I nited States army stationed at 
IIa\ana, Cuba. 
He was sentenced 
to deatii, but had his sentence com­ 
muted to 
life 
imprisonment 
by 
President McPIinley. 
Buckley was 
manacled to one of'^the soldiers and 
was closely guarded. 
WHiile sitting in the second-class 
waiting room he was the center of 
a curious group. 
Several made at­ 
tempts to talk with him, but lie re­ 
mained sullen and silent.

S e\en years old and hopelessly 
insane. 
That is the condition of 
P reddy \ ailet, whose grandmother 
took him before the countv court 
tod.iy and asked tliat he be sent to 
the asylum, says yesterday’s St. 
Joseph News. 
The boy is not an idiot and has 
none of the characteristics of fool­ 
ish children. 
He is simply insane 
-violently and terribly insane. At 
times he tears the tlesh from his 
own 
hands and arms 
with his 
teeth, and 
his actions are like 
those of a grown man when his 
mind is gone, under certain forms 
of insanity. 
The child has large blue eyes,but 
the light of reason is not in them, 
and they are the best evidences of 
his insanity. 
Mrs Keller said he 
has not been in his right mind for 
several years, but has grown much 
worse of late. 
When 
his teeth 
came in, she said, they all came at 
once, and the top of his head was 
terribly swollen. 
He had brain 
fever at the time. 
He was about 
i8 months old when he had the 
fever, and has been insane since 
that date. 
The father of the boy, the old 
woman stated, has abandoned his 
wife and child. 
The last time he 
was heard from he was in Oregon, 
and he is believed to have joined 
the Rough Riders from there. His 
relatives live in Illinois, the aged 
woman said, and are wealthy, but 
they will do nothing for the child. 
As the mother of the child is not 
a resident of this county,tlie county 
judges could do nothing for the in­ 
sane boy but send him back to his 
home in Kansas City.
